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LETTRE DE L'URUK DES SELEUCIDES 

(A propos de V ^extinction)) de la langue akkade) 
M. M. Dandamajeva 

Les lettres d'Uruk et de Babylone de l'epoque des Seleucides qui ont recemment 
ete publiees incitent a voir sous un autre jour le probleme de r«extinction» de l'akkadien. 
Malgre la large diffusion de l'arameen dans la population de la Babylonie achemenide 
et seleucide, l'akkadien parle a pu continuer a fonctionner dans les cites-emples qui 
subsistaient, par exemple a Uruk et a Babylone. Geci etait rendu possible par l'homo- 
geneite ethnique relative de la population des villes babyloniennes, par leur autoadmi- 
nistration, par 1' absence de contacts entre eux et les autres habitants de la Babylonie 
et par leur fidelite aux traditions de la culture ancestrale. La preuve de la viabilite de 
l'akkadien est fournie par les ecarts par rapport a la langue classique et meme neoba- 
bylonienne attestes par les documents de l'epoque seleucide, surtout dans la serie des 
tablettes Graeco-Babyloniaca que temoignent de differences entre 1'orthographe tradi- 
tionnelle, bistoriquement motivee, des gloses akkadiennes et leur prononciation reelle. 
On peut aussi considerer en tant qu'autres temoignages de la viabilite de l'akkadien 
les rapports entre cette langue et les langues arameenne et grecque, ainsi que les phrases 
non standard des documents seleucides qui indiquent que le scribe ne connaissait pas 
seulement des formules standard apprises par coeur. 

Les tablettes Graeco-B abyloniaca permettent une vue nouvelle du rapport entre la 
langue akkadienne et l'ecriture cuneiforme de l'epoque tardive. Selon l'auteur, les textes 
Graeco-B abyloniaca ont ete rediges non par des Grecs, mais par des Babyloniens, et etaient 
une transcription dont avaient besoin les locuteurs eux-memes de l'akkadien pour qui la 
lecture des textes cuneiformes faisait probleme a cause de l'ecart entre leur orthographe 
traditionnelle et leur prononciation. II est possible que la pretendue extinction de l'ak- 
kadien a une epoque tardive ne fut en realite qu'une crise du systeme d'ecriture cu- 
neiforme si complique et si paralyse par la necessite de respecter integralement la tra- 
dition qu'il ne permettait pas de rendre de facon adequate les changements intervenant 
dans la langue parlee et creait ainsi des difficultes d'ecriture et de lecture.
